1. Wearing Clothes in odd manner wearing shirt 

without putting hands in sleeves or covering 
head or shoulders with towel or chadar as to 
its end are left freely. 

2. Lifting clothes or tightening to get rid of dust. 

3. Folding sleeves of shirt while in Namaz. 

4. Playing with clothes or body. 

5. Putting one hand fingers into another beating 

fingers. 

6. Putting hand on back. 

7. Turning face and looking on sides (if turning on 

sides along with chest will break Namaz) 

8. Sitting like a Dog. 

9. Facing to any human's face while in Namaz. If a 

person who is not in Namaz sitting face 
towards Namazi is also Makruh Tahreemi. 

10. Yawning purposely. 

11. Men wearing Dhata which covers nose and 

mouth while in Namaz. 

12. Doing Sajda in Turban (the hardness of ground 

should be known otherwise Namaz is 
broken) 

13. While in Sajda depend on forehead only. 

14. In Sajda men's elbows touching the ground. 

15. Bending for Rukuh before finishing "Qiraath" 

and in the state of bent reciting Qiraath. 

16. Offering Namaz with severe pressure of nature 

calls (when need of going to Toilet) 

17. Wearing clothes of pictures with living being 

during Namaz. 

18. Wearing clothes with exempted Najasath (dirt) 

(Concentrated Najasath 5 grams and thin 
najasath quarter part of the garments is 
allowed quantity) 

19. For Muqtadi going in Rukuh or Sajda before to 

Imam or lifting head before to Imam. 

20. For Imam Standing completely inside Mahrab. 

21. For only Imam or only Muqtadi standing at 

one hand height. 

Mas-ala For Namaz which is done with neglected 
Tahreemi. 

Its completion is Wajid (Makruh-e- Tanzeehi are 
not written).

12. Reciting Quran looking in it (If Namazi got 
glance on a paper written by any body and if he 
understand and do not pronounce the words

13. Reciting Quran wrongly (as to change its 
meaning extending syllable as songs and if 
meaning is changed). 

14. Giving or taking Luqma in Namaz, neither the 
taker is Imam nor the giver is Muqhtadi (in 
Namaz obeying any body who is not in Namaz 
will break Namaz)

III) For Matured person laughing loudly in 
Namaz (Laughing such that the person beside can 
hear him then both the Namaz and Vazu will break,

1. Reciting Bismillah. 

2. Hitting both palms on the ground 

3. Putting both Palms on the ground and pushing 
them forwarded. 
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4. Pulling Palms backward. 

5. Sweeping Soil by hands. 

6. While putting palms on ground fingers should 
be opened. 

7. In order that is firtsly Masah of face then right 
hand and then left hand should be followed. 

THE THINGS THAT BREAK TAYAMMUM: 

1. The things that break Wazu will also break 
Tayammum 

2. When Ghusul become Wajib, the same break

3. The reason as on for which Tayammum is 

adopted comes to an end. (for example water 
availaility or healing of disease) 

Resolution of Tayammum: 

'Atayammamu Iimfail Hadasi" 

Condition for Tayammum 
Tayammum is permittted in 6 Conditions 

1. If water is available 3 Kms far. 

2. Water is available but insufficient for wazu or 
ghusul. 

3. If there is any risk to health If water is used and if 
recovery of illness delays 

4. Water is available but is sufficient of drench 
the thirst of oneself or an animal for journey. 

5. Well is available but no source to take water 
from it 

6. Water is available double the cost or cost 
at which one cannot buy 

7. There is lack of time to join namaz like 
Namaz-e-Janaza or Namaz-e-Eid. 

In such conditions even though water may 
be available but by performing Tayammum 
one can perform the above. 

NAJASAT [DIRT] 

Types : Thera are 2 types of Najasath. 

1. Najasath-e-Hukmi 2. Najasath-e- Haqueequi 
1. Najasath-e-Hukmi: is also called as 
hadas and it is also 2 types. 

1. Hadas-e-Asgari: the need of Wazu.

2. Najasat-e-Haquequi 

are those which are visible. 

Eg: Urine, Stool, or any other Dirt. 
NAJASATH-E-HAQUEQUI are also 2 types 
l.Najasath-e-Galeeza 2. Najasath-e-Khafeefa 

1. NAJASATH-E-GALEEZA : are thick or solid 

dirt. Eg: Dung, Stool, Etc. 

2. NAJASATH-E-KHAFEEFA : are lights and liquid 
Eg: Urine, alcohol, etc. 

Quantity of Najasath which is exempted. 

1. NAJASATH-E-GALEEZA : Such that stool, dung 
if fall on clothes of body then 5 grams of such 
Najasath are exempted. 

2. NAJASATH-E-KHAFEEFA: 


Liquid Najasath such as human beings or Haraam 
animal's Urine or alcohol is equal to the quarter of 
the palm (One Rupee coin width) is exempedt. If the 
Halaal animals Urine is fallen in clothes of body. It 
is exempted upto quarter part of the clothes. 

MASAEL : Namaz will be completed with 
exempted quantity of Najasath but will be 
condidered as Makroo-e-Tahreemi. 

PROCEDURE OF ISTENJA ISTENJA

or back) is called istenja. Dua while entering in tha 
Baitul Khala (Toilet) recite the Dua given below and 
put in the left leg first followed by right.

7 Haj by walk from his residence. His Father 
Mohammed Haroon Shah Farooqui (RA) was a very 
religious person and Hazrath Shah's mother Syeda 
Hajra Begum was also very religious and was very 


much indulged in propagating Islam. After the 
demise of her husband she with a great courage and 
consciousness she did not astray from her activities. 
She established an Arabic School (Madrasa) under the 
tree for more than 18 months for free with the only 
intension of propagating Islam. 

During this tenure Aalijanab Bahaddur Yar 
Jung happen to pass by Madrasa and was very much 
impressed and happy to see a lady with no greed of 
Money only for the sake of Allah running a Madrasa 
under the tree. He ordered his wife to pay sum of Rs. 
5/- (Five Rupees)per month for the teacher, he 
himself could not offer her the money because she 
denied meeting him as it is prohibited, for a women to 
meet a man she said. 

Alijanab Nasaryar jung Bahadur also 
ordered his employees to shift the Madrasa in to a 
junior college. 

Ayesha Begum Saheba wife of Moulana 
Ghulam Nabi Shah Farooqui was a religious, pious 
and humble lady who was well known preacher she 
served her whole life for the sake of Allah. She played 
an important role in the life of Shah Sahab enhancing 
him to work in the way of Allah and never insisted 
him in the worldly matters, such as family matters 
and she alone handled all the responsibilities of 
family bearing 9 Children, 5 son and 4 daughters . 
Inspite of all her responsibilities she never turned 
back from her preaching.

SAJDA: Special Islamic Posture 

From the standing position go for Sajda rest your knees first on the ground then 
palms followed by Nose and lastly the forehead, the hands should be nearest to 
the ears there should not be any space between the fingers, elbow should be 
apart from the armpits and the waist.To rest the elbows on the ground is detestable 
(Makrooh). All the fingers of hands and feet should face towards Qibla. 
The toes should not be lifted from the ground during Sajda otherwise prayers (Namaz) 
will be invalidated. On completion of Sajda the proper way is to first lift the forehead 
Followed by nose then lastly the Knees and stand up or sit back as the case may be. 

QAIDA: Sitting Posture : ■ Sitdown with both legs bending from knees, the 
left foot should be laid horizontally on the ground while the right foot is kept errect 
with toe and figures placed on the ground grip the toe of the right foot with the toe 
and finger of the left foot. The eyes should be focussed on lap. Keep the palms 
of the hands on the thighs a little away from knees and the fingers should be pointing 
towards Qibla. After dua (Prayer in Qaida) turn your face fully first to 
the right shoulder and then left reciting "Salam". 


Stand straight with the chest and face towards Qibla.There should be about 
lO.cms space between the feet. Eyes should be focused and concentrated at 
the place of sajda. Lift both hands towards the ears keeping them open and 
palms of both hands facing towards Qibla. While reciting Takbeer-e-Thehrima 
touch the ear lobes with the tips of the thumbs and bring the hands to the waist 
level Swinging around and encircle the wrist of the left hand with the thumb and 
small finger of the right hand.The remaining three fingers should be placed 
straight on the left wrist. The feet should be placed such that the fingers face 
towards Qibla and feets parallel to one another. Heels should placed in a line 
with the heels of others on both the sides.. (QIYAAM IS FARZ). 

RUKU : Bending posture In Ruku eyes should be 

focussed on the space between the feet, grip well both the Knees with hands 
keeping the fingers spreaded, waist back and head should be in a straight line. 
Elbows should be streched straight, while reciting Tasmia. Get up (for Qauma) 
and stand straight and recite Thahmeed (Qauma is Wajib) (Ruku is Farz) 


DUA: After Prayer :- Both the hands should be lifted to the level of the chest with 
palms upwards spreaded towards Qibla with a space of about 10 cms between the 
hands. There should be slight space between fingers. Eyes should be foucussed on 
the palms. Shed tears or atleast make the expression of crying on face. 
It is necessary that Allah Tala’s Hamd and Darood on our Nabi(SAWS) should be 
recited at the begining and also at the end of the prayer (Dua) to ensure acceptance 
of the prayer. After the prayer(Dua) touch the face with palms of both the hands.

SIDE, REST BOTH YOUR HANDS ON THE GROUND THEN PLACE YOUR

SHOULD BE PLACED BETWEEN TWO HANDS AND CLSED TO EARS, THUS YOUR
